He naturally intervened, because 
that’s what heroes do, fighting off the assail¬ 
ant outside the bar until the bad man fled 
with a female accomplice. 

Thissen was winged in the process. 

Alas, this brave man of action was appar¬ 
ently unaware of the modem invention known 
as the “security camera.” Police reviewed 
the tape. Surprisingly, said review found no 
actual footage of ablackguy shootingThissen. 
Nor was there any sign of him chasing off a

false reporting of a crime to law enforce¬ 
ment, a gross misdemeanor. The firearm 
charge brings a maximum penalty of two 
years in prison and/or a $5,000 fine, while 
the false report could carry up to 90 days 
and/or $3,000.

charge on Thissen for the false report, of up 
to $3,000, to reimburse police for expenses 
incurred investigating the crime he origi¬ 
nally claimed.

SAINT BRUCE 

DESPITE THE RECENT SWOON, BRUCE BOUDREAU HAS TRANSFORMED THE WILD.

Bruce Boudreau, dressed in a striped polo shirt, jeans, and tennis 
shoes, walks into the media room, then does a quick about-face to 
tug up his zipper. “Senior moment,” he quips to the dozen reporters 
assembled. 

Those suits you see him wearing in TV broadcasts? Not the real 
Bruce Boudreau. Merely a costume to comply with NHL protocol. In 
truth, he’s much more Oscar Madison than Felix Unger. The kind of 
guy you expect to have jelly stains on his shirt. 

He would rather be at home in his kitchen, eating, than in in front 
of the media hounds. Short, balding, mostly soft-spoken with a gut like 
a front porch, he seems more like a small-town Zamboni driver than 
one of the most accomplished coaches in the NHL. 


He collects comic books, watches movies obsessively, likes Jerry 
Springer, and quotes professional wrestlers. He fit into the cast of extras 
in Slap Shot as himself. They even used his Johnstown apartment as 
the slovenly pad for Paul Newman’s character. 

When Boudreau played a season in Germany, his idea of cultural 
immersion was learning how to order at McDonald’s. His best friend, 
Wild assistant coach and former teammate John Anderson, talks about 
the time he took Boudreau fishing at his Ontario cabin. The novice 
fisherman cast his line and hooked himself in the rear. 

“He’s looking all around, 'Where’s my lure?’ then he sat down and 
said, T found it.’” 

It’s endearing. Boudreau is a regular guy, easy to like. He jokes with 
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the media but looks them in the eye when 
answering a question. He’s honest. The 
kind of guy who walks back to hang with 
the broadcast guys on team flights. 

“Bruce doesn’t change for anybody” 
Anderson says. “That’s one of his great 
qualities. You know what you’re getting 
with him.” 

Boudreau’s office is as unpretentious 
as he is. Office Max furniture. National 
Hockey League record books on the shelf. 
A small refrigerator. And on his desk, an 


a kid skating on the backyard rink his dad 
flooded. But destiny can be fickle. 

He missed his chance to turn pro in 1974 
at age 19, when the Minnesota Fighting 
Saints of the World Hockey Association 
tried to offer him a $250,000 contract good 
for three years. He would have jumped 
at that, but the team couldn’t reach him. 
He was on a 17-day trip in the Boundary 
Waters. By the time he got back, the Saints 
had signed three other centers. 

Boudreau returned to the Marlies,

open bottle of Turns. 

There’s a quote from old-time Hall of 
Famer Hap Day printed on the wall: “I 
don’t know the key to success. But the key 
to failure is to try to please everybody.” 

Boudreau’s patron saint of coaching is 
George Armstrong, his coach for three 
years with the Toronto Marlboros. 

“He treated people the way I want to 
treat people. He cared about the person. 
He cared about me. We were afraid to 
lose because we didn’t want George to 
be upset, because we knew he cared so 
much about us.” 

Boudreau shepherds the Wild in much 
the same way. In one brief season, he’s 
mutated the team from confounding disap¬ 
pointment to budding NHL power, winning 
at a franchise-record pace. Under Boudreau, 
players simply seem to get better. 

'You know what he demands ofyou,” says 
goaltender Devan Dubnyk, who’s having 
the best season of his career. “That’s what 
you want in a boss. He has gotten the best 
out of us without being a scary person.” 


Boudreau is 62, an age when one looks 
back on life with an acute awareness ofwhat 
might have been. The regrets haunt him. 

“It kills me that I basically wrecked my 
whole playing career my first year in pro 
hockey,” he writes in his memoir, Gabby: 
Confessions of a Hockey Lifer. “I firmly 
believe I should have been in the NHL 
for many years. I ruined it by goofing off, 
taking everything too easily, and focusing 
too much on having a good time and too 
little on my job. It was dreadful.” 

As a teenager, he played for Arm¬ 
strong’s Marlboros, the Junior A team 
in his hometown of Toronto. He was so 
good — a playmaker with a deft scoring 
touch — that Wayne Gretzky, three years 
younger, wanted to be him. 

Boudreau seemed destined for NHL 
stardom, which is all he had ever wanted as 


where he set a Canadian junior record 
with 165 points, including 68 goals. The 
season launched him into Top 10 lists for 
the 1975 NHL draft. Unfortunately, Bou¬ 
dreau couldn’t keep his clothes on. 

He’d captained the Marlies to a champi¬ 
onship. After a dozen hours of celebratory 
drinking, it suddenly seemed like a good 
idea to streak through the pub. Some off- 
duty cops spotted them. The young players’ 
arrests hit the papers. 

Two weeks later, on draft day, Boudreau 
paced in his home, waiting for the phone 
to ring. He would keep pacing, and the 
phone would keep not ringing, until the 
Maple Leafs selected him in the third round. 
“That was the most devastating thing in 
my life up to that point,” he writes in his 
memoir. “I bawled my eyes out.” 

He figured he had a better chance of 
making the Fighting Saints’ roster than the 
Maple Leafs’. The Saints were also offering 
double the money, so Boudreau moved to 
St. Paul. But he reported to camp 25 pounds 
overweight and was sent to the minor league 
Johnstown Jets in Pennsylvania. 

So began a career sprinkled with accom¬ 
plishments yet peppered with disappoint¬ 
ment. 

Boudreau had more than a cup of cof¬ 
fee in the NHL — call it a mocha grande 
with a few raspberry scones — playing 
just short of 150 games with the Leafs and 
Blackhawks, tallying 70 points. 

His stardom was confined to 17 minor 
league seasons in the indeterminate hockey 
towns of Johnstown, Dallas, New Bruns¬ 
wick, Cincinnati, St. Catherines, Baltimore, 
Iserlohn, Halifax, Springfield, New Market, 
Phoenix, Fort Wayne, and Glens Falls. 

His 316 goals and 799 points in the 
American Hockey League earned him a 
spot in the minor league’s Hall of Fame. 

Yet those accomplishments merely raised 
the specter of what might have been. If he 
had played in the days of free agency—and 
not been indentured to the Maple Leafs all

those years — he could have found his place 
with an NHL team. Or if he had played 
today, with 30 NHL teams instead of the 
18-22 that existed in his day, there would 
have been more opportunities. 

“Today, Bruce would have had a long 
career in the NHL,” Anderson says. 

Boudreau figures if he had been a little 
bigger or a little quicker, he could have 
stuck in the NHL. Or if he had been more 
dedicated and worked harder. 

Indeed, his roommate in Johnstown 
his rookie year, Paul Holmgren of St. Paul 
Harding and Gopher fame, told him after 
Boudreau stumbled home very late one 
night, “Your priorities are screwed up.” 

All these years later Boudreau still wishes 
he hadn’t squandered his destiny with bad 
decisions and lack of discipline. Yet coach¬ 
ing has given him a second chance, his 
past the spur to new success. 


"Give me to Christmas to get things in 
place.” This was Boudreau’s initial assess¬ 
ment of the Wild. It wouldn’t take that long. 

By the time the holidays rolled around, 
he had magically transformed a dull, mad¬ 
deningly cautious team into a high-flying, 
high-scoring Western Conference power. 
Though he’s often tagged as an offensive 
coach, the Wild simultaneously improved 
their defense to among the best in the 
league. 

“Our game is applying pressure in every 
zone,” he explains in his book. “Because 
we attack and don’t sit back, critics think 
we’re ignoringdefense. Not true. It’s really 
about taking time and space away from 
everybody anywhere on the ice so they 
can’t make a play and creating a turnover. 
Pressure defense is what I call it. We apply 
pressure to create turnovers and then attack 
when we get the puck.” 

Indeed, an overlooked statistic tells 
the story of Boudreau’s teams. With each 
coaching stop in Washington, Anaheim,

and now St. Paul, he has taught his teams 
to reduce the number of shots opponents 
take from in front of the net (specifically 
the slot and crease), where most goals are 
yielded. This year, the Wild brought its 
high-danger shot rate per game down from 
5.7 to 5.0, best in the league. 

The Marlies’ trainer dubbed Boudreau 
“Gabby” because the kid was constantly 
talking, a trait that endured. It’s one of his 
critical strengths. “His communication 
has been great,” says center Erik Haula. 
“If there’s something he wants you to do 
better, he lets you know. Nothing you take 
as a negative, just something to think about 
to help you get better.” 

Winger Jason Pominville concurs. While 
other coaches make players guess or play 
mind games, Boudreau presents the ratio¬ 
nale behind his moves. “He’ll come up and 
explain to you why.” 

In February, Boudreau summoned 
Zach Parise for an office chat. The coach 
reminded Parise, then in a slump, that he 
scored most of his goals from in front of the 
net. He needed to get back there. Parise 
did and started scoring again. 

“He’s good at reminding you of what 
makes you effective and what makes you 
a good player,” Parise says. 

While driving, showering, eating, Bou¬ 
dreau comes up with little — though not 
inconsequential — things to tell his players. 
“I’m constantly thinking of things I want 
to say to the guys, then I forget them,” he 
says. “Until I see the guy, then I remember.” 

He’s a natural teacher. Some guys — 
cough, cough, Gretzky — were so good 
they never had to break down the game 
and could never explain how they did what 
they did, so they failed as coaches. 

Boudreau, who likes to say there’s no 
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situation he hasn’t seen, is able to transmit 
his experience. “At this level, for whatever 
reason, there’s not as much teaching,” 
Parise says. “With Boudreau, there has 
been a lot of good teaching.” 

Boudreau also draws upon his experi¬ 
ence as a player to motivate his charges. 
His most famous pep talk, though cer¬ 
tainly not his most effective, went viral. 

Google “Boudreau meltdown.” You’ll 
see him on December 12, 2010, in the 
Capitals dressing room after Washington 
gave up a goal with one second remain¬ 
ing in the second period to fall behind 
Florida 1-0. The Caps had lost three in 
a row to that point. 

“What are you guys, like prima donna 
perfect so you can’t handle adversity?” 


a player, he thought about what would 
follow. “I didn’t know anything else I 
wanted to do outside hockey,” he says. 
“It just seemed the next step would be 
to coach.” 

He did stints as a player/assistant coach 
for eight years with Cincinnati, St. Catha¬ 
rines, Fort Wayne, and Nova Scotia. After 
the 1991-92 season, the Muskegon Fury 
offered him a head coaching job. The 
obscure Colonial Hockey League would 
launch him on a 15-year odyssey through 
Muskegon, Fort Wayne, Biloxi, Lowell, 
Manchester, and Hershey. 

He demonstrated a knack for success, 
notching championships in Mississippi 
(ECHL’s Kelly Cup in 1999) and Pennsyl¬ 
vania (AHL’s Calder Cup in 2006). He was

he asks, not yelling but in an imploring 
tone that grips their attention. “So shit’s 
not going right. It’s not fucking working 
the last 10 days. Fucking get your heads 
out of your ass and fucking make it work 
by outworking the opposition.... If you 
want it, don’t just think you want it. Go 
out and fucking want it.” 

(The talk didn’t quite achieve the 
desired effect. Washington lost that 
game 3-0 and dropped its next four 
before snapping an eight-game losing 
streak. Boudreau did manage eventually 
to right the ship and win the division.) 

Such outbursts are not common for 
Boudreau. He’s normally posed in a stud¬ 
ied nonchalance behind the bench, hands 
in his pockets. But his passion to win 
occasionally erupts. 

Against Dallas in February, he disagreed 
with a penalty call and said things to 
the referee that he couldn’t repeat at the 
post-game press conference. 

Against Columbus earlier this month, 
officials overturned a goal a goal by Haula, 
ruling that he’d illegally kicked the puck 
in. You could read Boudreau’s lips: ‘You’ve 
got to be fucking kidding me.” 

Once, while coaching the Ducks, he 
was so upset by a disallowed goal that he 
opened the bench door and nearly ran 
onto the ice to argue the call. 

These moments encapsulate his inten¬ 
sity, a drive to excel that doesn’t rest. 


By his own admission, Boudreau is a 
one-dimensional guy. For him, hockey 
is life. “The game is my oxygen.” 

When it became clear that he was 
destined to be a minor league lifer as 


named the International Hockey League 
Coach of the Year with Fort Wayne. 

But these were small-stage triumphs. 
He seemed a guy doomed to thrive in 
obscurity, until he finally got his break 
with the Hershey Bears, the Washington 
Capitals’ AHL affiliate. 

In 2007, with the parent club off to 
a slow start, general manager George 
McPhee fired the Capitals coach and 
offered Boudreau the job. 

It was an unusual move at the time. 
The NHL tended to recycle coaches from 
the pool at the top level, rather than 
promoting from the minors. Boudreau 
revolutionized that thinking. 

He proved that his methods worked in 
the NHL, taking the Capitals from fifth 
place to first in his rookie season, when 
he was named the NHL’s best coach. 

It would create what became known as 
“The Boudreau Effect.” Four NHL teams 
hired AHL coaches over the next year. 

Boudreau reached 200 victories in the 
NHL faster than any coach in the modern 
era. But early in the 2011-12 season, the 
Caps won only four times in 13 games. 
He was fired on November 28, 2011. 

He was out of work just two days before 
the Anaheim Ducks came calling. In his 
first full season, Boudreau transformed 
the team from last to first. He quickly 
won another 200 games, becoming the 
fastest coach to reach 400 wins. 

But after the Ducks were upset in the 
first round of the playoffs last year, Ana¬ 
heim fired him. Three days later, Wild 
general manager Chuck Fletcher was in 
California to offer him a job. 

Boudreau demurred. He had an inter¬ 
view scheduled with Ottawa, and he’d 
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always wanted to coach in his home 
country. Besides, his only daughter lived 
there with his granddaughter. 

He pegged the prospects for success 
with both franchises as equal. But in the 
end, money talked. Fletcher upped his 
offer to a four-year deal reportedly worth 
nearly $3 million. 

“I found Chuck to be something 
special,” Boudreau says. “We had the 
same ideals. He treated me with so much 
respect.” 

Boudreau’s teams have finished first in 
their division eight out of nine seasons. 
Still, his success carries an asterisk. He 
has never taken a team to the Stanley 
Cup Finals. What’s worse, he is the only 
coach in NHL history whose teams have 
lost Game 7s at home in three straight 
postseasons. First the Capitals did it, then 
the Ducks. The sting remains. 

“The goal isn’t just making the play¬ 
offs,” he writes in his book. “That’s not 
a satisfactory measure of success. The 
goal is winning the Stanley Cup.” 


The Wild hired a coach possessed. Some 
people hear voices. Others see the Virgin 
Mary in grilled cheese sandwiches. Bou¬ 
dreau can’t escape visions of the Stanley 
Cup — literally and figuratively. 

Every time he opens the door to the 
coaches’ offices at the Xcel Center, the 
Stanley Cup confronts him in the form 
of a poster on the opposite wall. He told 
Fletcher he wakes every morning dream¬ 
ing about the Stanley Cup. It’s been his 
lifelong pursuit, first as a player and now 
as a coach. 

“If I didn’t have that dream, I would 
probably still be coaching in the East Coast 
League somewhere,” he says. “When I 
watch them take the Cup out [to pres¬ 
ent it to the winners], I tear up. Every 
single time.” 

Winning the Stanley Cup. That’s every 
player’s and coach’s Holy Grail. For Bou¬ 
dreau, it’s a little more. It would erase 
the asterisk. Rewrite his legacy. Vindicate

him. Confirm him unequivocally in the 
elite ranks of great NHL coaches. Restore 
a good measure of what he missed in his 
career as a player. 

This year could be his chance. Or not. 

And he knows it. 


The coach sets the tone for the team. 
See for yourself at a Wild practice. 

It’s early March, the morning after a 3-1 
win over San Jose. The players are loose. 
They cheer a dazzling shot by newcomer 
Martin Hanzal, a hit by Nate Prosser, a 
dangle between the skates by Mikko Koivu. 
When Dubnyk makes a nifty save, Koivu 
intones, “Duuuuuub!” 

This was before the Wild took their 
annual dive, plunging from the top of the 
Western Conference to playoff question 
mark. For the first three-quarters of the 
season, Boudreau seemed to have broken 
the curse. But what had been the most 
promising team in franchise history would 
soon be playing like St. Paul’s version of 
the Vikings, destined to leave a trail of 
broken hearts. 

Even on this morning, when the mood is 
light and the coach ends the short practice 
with a shootout drill for fun, he does not let 
them lose focus. They do a three-on-three 
drill working in the corners to sharpen 
their skills in the defensive zone. 

“When you’re scoring a lot, you tend to 
cheat offensively,” he explains later. “To get 
back to winning hockey, it’s not allowing 
the other teams to score a lot of goals.” 

Prosser, an often healthy scratch who 
scores in the shootout drill on a crafty deke, 
suggests Boudreau use him in real shootouts. 

“The key is to win it in regulation,” Bou¬ 
dreau responds. 

It seems an offhand remark, but it also 
reveals the heart of Boudreau: It’s all about 
winning. G3

T he Normandy Inn has half- 
timbered architecture to thank 
for what it is, and what it isn’t. 
Half-timbered architecture, 
in case you’re not a French contractor, is 
a method of building in which walls are 
constructed of timber frames and the spaces 
between are filled with materials like brick 
or plaster. 

Travel through northern Europe, and 
this style fits into the landscape like a 
castle on a hill. Travel through downtown 
Minneapolis, and it makes about as much 
sense as a cow ambling down Hennepin 
Avenue. But there it is, on the corner of 
Ninth Street and Fifth Avenue: four massive 
walls of half timber, more than you’ve likely 
seen since you studied abroad. 

The Normandy Inn has occupied this 
block since 1925, the middle of a prosperous 


decade for what was then the ritzy Elliot 
Park neighborhood. As the Normandy 
Residence Hotel, it was only one of a 
number of stately hotels, rooming houses, 
and apartment homes of the era. Photos of 
the neighborhood at the time show block 
after block of fashionable brick row houses, 
stone mansions, and gleaming two-story 
townhouses. 

But then the calendar flipped to 1929. 
The American economy, and much of its 
grand architecture, fell to pieces—including 
the Normandy. 

The posh neighborhood’s buildings 
turned to “derelict flophouses,” says Mike 
Noble, the third-generation innkeeper 
who now owns the Normandy hotel and 
restaurant. But luckily, his grandfather John 
Noble had a vision, and an entrepreneurial 
spirit. Noble the elder picked up the building 
in 1941 for a song, and began running the 
place as a hotel again, the Hotel Normandy. 


“It was probably quite a task. If there 
was a broken window you would have had 
to patch it up with scrap glass, things like 
that,” says Mike, imaginingthe hard years 
following the Great Depression. Still, John 
managed to keep it going. Over the 30 or so 
years that he had the place, he tinkered with 
all sorts of restaurant iterations, including 
abasement-level cafeteria, a piano bar, an 
open charcoal grill, and a classic 24-hour 
diner on the corner serving “Henry VIII 
burgers.” Those burgers are still available 
at the hotel restaurant today. 

But the concept that really took hold 
was the Normandy Kitchen, initially 
a classic American restaurant serving 
classic American dishes of the era: baked 
chicken in cream, Virginia Baked Ham, 
and potatoes how you like them. It was a 
one of the better restaurants in town, with 
lines out the door. 

But by the 1960s, successful American

restaurants were shifting away from more 
traditional models. Theme restaurants, with 
features like a drawbridge over a moat, 
reigned as the ideal setting for supper. 

So the Normandy followed the wisdom of 
the day. Inspired in part by a little patch of 
half-timbered architecture that still graced 
the facade of the original restaurant, Mike’s 
dad, Tom, who had by now inherited the 
place, decided to plaster the entire hotel 
in half-timber. It added that fairytale look. 

“And that’s what we’re dealing with 
today,” says Mike, who acquired the hotel 
from his dad in 2007. 

Today, hiding behind all that unsightly 
plaster, is the classic, historic Normandy

hotel and its gorgeous brick facade of 
the 1920s. Unfortunately, it would be 
prohibitively expensive to restore the original 
grandeur on the outside, but Mike has been 
working tirelessly to do so on the inside, 
and the difference is most noticeable in 
the restaurant. 

When Mike first took over, he restored 
the Normandy Kitchen and tapped Michael 
Morse, whom many will remember as the 
colorful chef and owner of the popular 
downtown bistro Un Deux Trois. He wanted 
the Normandy to be a full-on French bistro 
with mother sauces, steak frites, and French 
onion soup. 

Then, in 2016, Mike embarked on another 
massive remodel of the place, exposing the 
handsome brick at the ground level of the 
restaurant’s entry, refinishingthe floors, and 
installing a raised tin ceiling. He tapped 
chef Tim Fave to helm the kitchen. The 
new dining room set the tone for a new 
Normandy—classic, comfortable, timeless. 

“Everything, any little piece of fabric 
that comes in the door, has to adhere to 
that idea now,” Mike tells me, over a table 
scattered with photos documenting the 
hotel’s long history. 

As the Twin Cities is swept up in 
Francophile fervor (see St. Genevieve, 
Bellecour, and the upcomingBar Brigade and 
Bistro 373), remember that the Normandy 
has had your Calvados cocktails and 
housemade Roquefort dressing for longer 
than pretty much anyone. 

The cooking here is refreshingly free of 
frippery and “updates.” It’s classic French 
bistro through and through. Comfortable 
to be certain, and timeless, too. 

Chef Fave brings a pedigree from his years 
in the kitchen at the 21 Club, a1920s-era New 
York City institution known for traditional 
French touchstones like chicken paillard 
and duck a l’orange. He approaches his 
executive chef position at the Normandy 
with enthusiasm for old French cuisine, 


and the competence to execute it. 

French onion soup is made over the many 
hours it takes to properly reduce a knee- 
bucklingly rich stock, then topped with 
impossibly thick layers of good Gruyere 
threatening to flood the soup like atoo-big 
water toy in a pool. 

Moules Marinieres are similarly 
comforting in their simplicity. An 
overflowing bowl of mussels is steamed 
with white wine, shallots, garlic, and 
beurre blanc and served with spongy 
baguette for soaking up the broth. 

A pot of rich pork rillettes, accompanied 
by grilled baguette, fig jam, house pickles, 
and a little aioli lets you fix your own 
prim little sandwiches in between sips 
of a Normandy cocktail that tastes like a 
quaffable apple pie with Calvados, lemon, 
cranberry, and brown sugar. 

Steak au Poivre, a dish established in 
the early 20th-century culinary lexicon, is 
prodigiously encrusted with peppercorns, 
the bite offset by the balance of lavish 
brandy cream sauce. The dedicated 
Minnesota diner will feel right at home 
with sauteed walleye, laminated with a 
transparent potato and horseradish crust. 
The filet is draped over the always-in-fashion 
wild rice risotto and topped with more 
generous ladles of beurre blanc. 

There’s nothing thrilling about dining 
here (unless you think handmade ice cream 
in the malts and the same kind of burgers 
that they sold in that original 1940s diner are 
thrilling, which I do). But nor do things ever 
veer too far off course. The dishes remain 
steadfast and reliable, the way things at a 
good hotel restaurant ought to. 

The Noble men could have easily turned 
the legacy of this Minneapolis institution 
over to the fates of time. In fact, they almost 
did, more than once, but ultimately, they 
held on. 

Peel away the Normandy’s layers, and 
inside find the beating heart of history. B3

Two decades later, the Edinburgh boys are still up to their old hijinks

L andmark movie sequels are tricky 
business. At best, you get The 
Godfather Part II. At worst you 
get some straight-to-video gong 
show or Grease 2. 

With T2 Trainspottingwe land somewhere 
in the middle. Refreshingly, this oddly titled 
sequel approaches source material themes 
with a new eye, rather than rehashing 
the pitfalls of heroin addiction covered 
so thoroughly in the first movie. And yet, 
T2 also calls into question whether there 
was enough meat in the script to warrant 
its production. 

In line with real life, the sequel takes 
place 20 years after the initial film. The 
preceding decades have not been kind to 
our four favorite degenerate scumbags. 
Begbie’s serving a lengthy prison sentence. 
A coke-addled Sick Boy (now Simon) runs 


his aunt’s pub and blackmails rich adulterers 
among other hustles. Spud is still on heroin. 
And Renton, last seen robbing his mates of 
£16,000, is suffering from a heart problem 
and a dissatisfying life in Amsterdam. 

Behold, the ravages of age! 

If Trainspotting is about heroin and 
general assholery, its sequel is about the 
wasted potential and unending awfulness of 
that lifestyle. Everybody’s older, but nobody 
has really changed — still slaves to the same 
character defects that landed them these 
unhappy lives. Dr. Evil once told Austin 
Powers, “There’s nothing more pathetic 
than an aginghipster,” but perhaps balding 
cheats and thieves take the cake. 

When Renton decides to return home, he 
sets in motion the usual shenanigans. Heroin 
is mostly out of the picture, but scheming 
and backstabbing are omnipresent as 
Simon and Renton try to start a brothel. 
Matters are complicated further when 


Begbie coincidentally escapes prison at the 
precise time of Renton’s arrival in Scotland. 

Here, T2 takes on more standard dramatic 
plot elements. Whereas some characterized 
Trainspotting as a loose assemblage of strong 
character-driven vignettes, T2 feels like 
a more cohesive narrative — and that’s 
not necessarily a good thing. As Renton 
and Simon aim higher, as Begbie seeks 
his revenge, and as Spud begins writing 
down his memoirs, the film wanders a bit 
into conventional territory. Familiar tropes 
emerge — cons conned, the “I Should Write 
a Book About This” subplot — and some of 
the magic that made Trainspotting unique 
gets scuffed. 

Director Danny Boyle and screenwriter 
John Hodge do explore this somewhat 
logical coda to Irvine Welsh’s original story 
as best they can. Trainspottingwas criticized 
for glamorizing violence and drug use, and 
here Boyle and Hodge flesh out the delayed

effects ofthose concepts. They relay the grief 
inherent in the whole experience, and any 
glamour present dissolves into wistfulness. 

It’s certainly not sexy to be alone and 
miserable in your 40s, to have to lookback 
on the deaths of your friends and children, 
or to still be addicted to heroin. 

Yet Boyle toes a fine line: Yes, these are 
bad men who have done bad things, but 
diving deeper into their stories, Boyle 
accounts for the events that shaped their 
lives and offers a sympathetic viewpoint. 
The characters are not forgiven for their 
past or ongoing misdeeds, but in the end, 
we’re left with closure and an understanding 
built on nostalgia. 

The question is whether or not you 
needed that ending. 03

Park Square’s Macbeth is almost a tragedy.

or Park Square Theatre’s new pro¬ 
duction of Macbeth, Jef Hall-Flavin 
has adapted Shakespeare’s text into 
a condensed, 90-minute play for 
purposes of accessibility and education. 
What you learn from this version of the 
classic tragedy, though, is that the key to 
making the Bard accessible is not trimming 
the script: It’s assembling a compelling, 
detailed production that effectively draws an 
audience into Shakespeare’s timeless realm. 

Such a production this is not, and the 
only good thing about the cuts is that they 
get the play over with more quickly. Hall- 
Flavin also directs this clumsy show, and 
sitting through it feels like watching actors 
running around for an hour and a half, drag¬ 
ging a kite that stubbornly refuses to lift off. 

This dark material just doesn’t work 
unless a staging can conjure a foreboding 
atmosphere for the haunted characters to 
breathe — and that takes a lot more than a 
few bursts of artificial smoke, as this awk¬ 
wardly rushed production demonstrates. 
The problems are apparent from the opening 
moments, as the three witches (reimagined 
as members of a “religious sect,” according 
to the program) stroll around their cauldron 
looking like they’ve just come home from a 
long day at work and are trying to whip up a 
quick potion before The Bachelor comes on. 

They have some eerie prophecies for 
Macbeth, played by Michael Ooms, who 
has so little presence in the role that he 
almost drifts off into the HVAC with the 
smoke. He connects bestwith the audience 
when he veers into sarcasm.

Vanessa Wasche fares better as Lady 
Macbeth. She’s more efficiently businesslike 
than cruelly calculating, and Hall-Flavin’s 
edit deprives her of some much-needed 
run-up time to the brink of madness, but 
at least Wasche provides a focused and 
confident presence in a production that 
too often simply stumbles by. 

When Hall-Flavin tries for unapologetic 
brutality, it tends not to come off well, 
because he doesn’t sustain a mood that 
will allow the violence to shock or resonate. 
Nor are the physical altercations convinc¬ 
ingly staged: The climactic duel between 
Macbeth and Macduff (Garry Geiken) is 
an interminable sequence of slow-motion 
sword-clanking. 

The show is presented on the Andy 
Boss Thrust Stage, a small space that sce¬ 
nic designer Joseph Stanley still somehow 
struggles to fill. A column with two-way mir¬ 
rors is used effectively for various spectral 
cameos, but if s then echoed with additional 
reflective columns that make the space 
look like a Dayton’s sales floor circa 1986; 
when Birnam Wood comes alive, the tree 
branches are hung with shiny pendants 
so that it seems the English invaders are 
just delivering a seasonal window display. 

No-frills Shakespeare can work. Elaborate 
sets and fancy costumes are optional, but 
strong characterizations and a confident 
directorial vision are not. S3

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THE LIMITS OF AUSTIN 

Why do Minnesota musicians choose to endure the insanity of South by Southwest every year?

S outh by Southwest is 
complicated. 

Even for a multi- 
media super-event 
that brings together gamers, 
filmmakers, music industry 
types, bands, designers, press, 
and what appears to be vaca¬ 
tioning, scarf-clad bourgeois 
(on 80-degree days! slumming 
in the same food-truck lines 
as us hoi polloi!), the Austin 
festival’s complications are... 
excessive. Just registering for 
our SXSW passes online was 
a 45-minute process, and lines 
for shows — err, “showcases” 

— are unpredictable. Vary¬ 
ing kinds of credentials are 
issued, and it’s rarely clear 
which lines you have to stand 
in and which you get to skip. 

After 18 hours on the road, 
and the additional runaround 
of securing a photo pass, pho¬ 
tographer Adam Bubolz and 
I arrived at some Austin bar just in time 
to stand in a “one in/one out” line to see 
Pol^a play in a gravel courtyard. It was 
a big letdown and an even bigger educa¬ 
tion in the sheer difficulty of navigating 
the sprawl that people now insist (was 
there a memo?) on calling “South By.” 

Twenty minutes passed, and we got 
in and caught most of Polya’s set. If any 
band can completely capture your atten¬ 
tion at a venue that looks like someone’s 
backyard barbecue, they can. But this year, 
Pol^a — as “it” an act as Minnesota has 
produced in the last few years — weren’t 
diving into the fray as hard as they had 
in the past. 

“We played just two shows this year at 
South by Southwest,” says Pol^a bassist 
Chris Bierden. “We had the luxury of 
remaining very chill. We’ve done the 
insane hustle before and were fortunate 
this time around to be able to keep it 
minimal. I wasn’t overly ambitious with 
what I was going to try to do outside of 
performing and avoided the most irri¬ 
tating and claustrophobic elements of 


the festival.” 

But the SXSW hype vortex is unavoid¬ 
able, and it can pull in even the very 
chill. Polya’s other Austin show was 
scheduled to follow a surprise reunion 
performance by El Paso emo/prog/punk 
legends At the Drive-In. Bierden and 
drummer Drew Christopherson made the 
mistake of going upstairs to get drinks, 
and security refused to let them rejoin 
their bandmates. 

“Our pleas that we were the next band 
and needed to get to stage failed to sway 
them — though to be fair, we are not the 
most assertive gentlemen,” Bierden says. 
“So now we’re standing there with two 
whisky sodas and a beer stressed and 
wondering how the hell we are gonna 
get our drinks to stage.” 

Thinking quickly, Bierden stowed 
the beverages in his jean jacket. “As we 
approach the back exit the security guard 
stops me,” he says. “A moment of blind 
panic — I am known to crumble under 
authority. But he just stops us to inform 
us that we won’t be able to get back in 


once we exit. Crisis averted.“ 

Many local bands, like 40nTheFloor, 
followed Polya’s lead and limited their 
number of SXSW shows. But some big 
Minnesota acts, including Lizzo and 
Hippo Campus, played at numerous offi¬ 
cial and unofficial showcases throughout 
the week, ranging from local clubs to 
dimly lit conference rooms in Austin’s 
Death Star-like Convention Center. It 
was there, surrounded by glorious, full- 
figured dancers in white, that Lizzo put 
on a consummately professional and pas¬ 
sionate performance, even in a venue 
more suited for PowerPoints on market 
strategy. 

But maybe no one hit SXSW as hard 
as Mike and Jim Blaha, best known as 
two-thirds of the Blind Shake. They 
approached the events with the disci¬ 
plined intensity that marks all of their 
creative output, and between the Blind 
Shake and their two side projects — Jim & 
the French Vanilla, Shadow in the Cracks 
— they played nine shows, some official, 
some otherwise. After eight trips to the 


festival, they stick to venues 
that fit them and avoid most 
of the SXSW flow. 

“If you find your scene, it’s 
cool, you see all the bands you 
know and tour with,” says Mike 
Blaha. “But if you want to get 
douchey, you can get there real 
fast.” 

Adam and I closed our 
SXSW with a 1 a.m. Har Mar 
Superstar set outdoors at 
Check In Charlie’s. It was Sat¬ 
urday night, and we were sur¬ 
rounded by exhausted South- 
ByErs packing in their final 
blowouts (and blow-ups). After 
Sean Tillmann and his R&B 
revue ripped through an hour 
of seamless grooves, dancers 
rushed the stage. Meanwhile 
the women slingingtacos from 
the food truck parked in the 
lot got drunk and rocked out 
to their junior-high Spotify list. 

“The last two years have 
been scaled back from the 
insanity it was, like it got to be 
so insane, people playing in this machine,” 
Tillmann says of the event. “I think South 
by Southwest has done a great job of reel¬ 
ing it in and making it more accessible.” 

Tillmann opted to play shows elsewhere 
in Texas between his SXSW gigs, and at 
one Dallas performance that week, he was 
struck by the sight of a young woman in 
the front row wearing a sterilization mask. 

“Right during the last song, 'Lady You 
Shot Me,’ I held her hand for a second 
and I got paranoid that she might have 
the flu,” he recalls. “I asked, You aren’t 
contagious are you?’ She said, 'No, I have 
cancer.’ And I broke down. It was during 
the last seconds of the song right before I 
kick back in and we had this crazy moment 
that put everything in perspective.” 

Har Mar was wrapping up “Lady You 
Shot Me” as Adam and I left the club, 
trying to beat the rush of people trying to 
catch bicycle rickshaws through what Mike 
Blaha called “the human/zombie 2 a.m. 
thing.” As we were negotiating with our 
driver, Cheshire, I turned to see hundreds 
of people running full speed around the

SON VOLT 

FIRST AVENUE, WEDNESDAY 3.29 
In recent years, Jay Farrar has zeroed in on 
the roots of Son Volt's rough-and-tumble 
sound: pure Bakersfield country on 2013’s 
Honky Torik, gritty blues on the new Notes 
of Blue. Pedal steel and snarly electric guitar 
conspire with Farrar’s dry, serrated voice to 
etch brooding lyrics that fit Trumpocalyptic 
times on “Promise the World” and “Back 
Against the Wall,” and the searing electric 
mayhem of “Static” launches a journey into 
the blues’ heart of darkness. Farrar revs up 
his slide, borrows harrowing themes (no 
redemption), lyrical threads (“my time ain’t 
long”), and guitar tunings from country 
blues icons like Skip James and Mississippi 
Fred McDowell. His anguished moans and 
fingerpicked guitar transport “The Storm” 
and “Cairo and Southern” into early blues’ 
dusty realm, while the raging intensity of 
“Lost Souls” suggests an affinity for North

GIFT OF GAB 

AMSTERDAM BAR AND HALL, FRIDAY 3.31 
Bay Area rapper Gift of Gab started alongside 
DJ/producer Chief Xcel in Blackalicious, 
one of underground rap’s most celebrated 
and creative groups. If all you know them 
for is 1999’s lyrical workout “Alphabet 
Aerobics” (thanks to Daniel Radcliffe’s 
2014 viral performance on Fallon), their 
catalog is worth investigating. Besides Gab’s 
hyper-technical verses and Xcel’s classicist 
production, the group kept rap Afrocen- 
trism alive during the late ’90s and early 
’00s with two EPs, Melodica and A2G, and 
two albums, Nia and the 2002 magnum 
opus Blazing Arrow. Gab has since been 
active as a solo artist, and his most recent 
album, The Next Logical Progression (2012), 
succeeds in part thanks to his uncommon 
positivity. In 2015, Blackalicious returned 
with the warm and assuring Imani Vol. 1, 
their first album in a decade and the start 
of an expected trilogy, which was written 
while Gab was being treated for kidney 
disease, rendering it not just a success but a 
triumph.

He wasn’t honest about his HIV status. 

Do I have to dump him? 


G ay guy here. Met a guy online. 

He came over. We had incredible 
sex and then a great conver¬ 
sation lasting several hours. 
But—and you knew there was one com¬ 
ing—he told me that he lied about his HIV 
status. (I asked him before meeting him, 
like I do with anyone.) He is undetectable, 
but he told me initially he was ( HTV/ 
STD negative ” I got very upset—more 
from the lie than his status. (I know that 
undetectable is practically the same as 
negative.) I really like him, but that was 
a big lie. He told me all about his life and 
any other secrets after 
that. Should I swear 
off him for lying about 
such a big topic? Or is 
the fact he did tell me 
and our connection 
enough to give him a 
second chance? I had 
not been that happy up 
till the reveal in, well, 
maybe ever. But I want 
to be wise. 

DID ASK, DIDN’T TELL 

Why would he lie? 

To avoid rejection. 

Obviously. Guys often
